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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification

Computer 
program listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)), 
and tables having more than 50 pages of text are permitted to be

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Sikes [US 5,894,455]. 

Sikes discloses an alarm clock system [figures 1-4] comprising a base station 
[10] with means of providing settings [column 2, lines 45-60] and a separate ear insert 
[24] with autonomous means to implement these settings/produces an audible alarm 
[column 3, line 21] when not in contact with the base station. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicants disclosure. Giani [US 5,686,882]; O'Brien [US 6,067,006]; Grooms [US
